Subject.— Import of ({) 'Fruits' all sorts, excluding coconuts and cashewnuts, fresh, 
dried, salted or preserved, n.o.s. and excluding dates, S. No. 21 (a)/IV, 
(ii) Asafoetida S. No. 31/V, (iii) Cumin seeds and (iv) Medicinal 
herbs from Afghanistan during Indo-Afghan Tic.de Arrangemert 1907- 
68 period. 

No. 136-ITC(PN)/68.—Attention is invited to Public Notice No. 89-ITC(PN)/ 
67, dated 23rd August. 1967; 120-ITC(PN)/67, dated 14th SM)teTnber, 1967 and 
186-ITC(PN)/67, dated the 12th December, 1967 relating to Indo-Afghan Trade 
Arrangement lt)67-68. 

2. On a review of the current trade arraagemenl. It has been decided to 
allow the registered approved importers to import permissible commodities from 
Afghanistan -^thin a limited monetary ceiling available for the said period. 
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3- Approved Irnporters already regietfired may 'lubmlt their applications In 
the usual form and manner together with the prescribed documents to the 
licensing authority concerned. 

4- The procedui;^ for Issue of CCPa and the terms and conditions gON^ernlng 
the imports will be the same as laid down in the aforesaid Public Notices. 

5. Applications for permits should be submitted to the licensing authority 
concerned within th^ validity period of the Transit Certificate along with T.R. 
etc. The licensing authority will ensure that CCPs are issued agaijast the 
Transit Certificates which are '?«lid. 

6 . It Is obligatory on the pert of tlie "importers to present CCPs. to licensing 
authority concerned for amendment of value so that it corresponds to the customs 
assessed value, within a fortnight from the date of clearance of goods. Licens¬ 
ing awthoritieo will aleo Impoee thi« condition on CCPs issued by them. 

7. Goods deepatched from Afghanistan within the Trade Arrangement 
period which ejcpires on 31st July. 1SXJ8, will be allowed clearance. Any goods 
despatched from Afghanistan after the due date i.e. 31st July, 1968, will be 
treated an unauthorised Import* in term* of this Public Notice. 

8 . The last date for fulfllment of export otoligation will be 31st August, 1968. 
Importers who fail to complete their export obligation within the stipulated 
date, are Ukely to be doregietered from the list of approved importers. 

9- issue of CCP*. will be stctiped a« soon as ceiling Is consumed, without 
any further notice.
